About this timie news came to Bruſſels, the 
French Troops were on their march : it - was 
very garly in the year, and the Spaygſh Gene- 
rals were extremely alarm'd to hear of an Ar- 
my in the Field in January, in a very cold 
ſ:aſon.

To this she added many other parti- 
eulars which convinced the Lady,. and made 
her believe she could not do the Marqueſs a 
better Office, than to cure h.m of his paſſion, 
and diſabuſe him as to his Opinion of Chrj- 
ſtine. She fell to work or the morrow, and 
made uſe of all means the Counteſs had fur- 
nish'd her with, to perſwade the Lover to 
think no more of ſo - faithleſs a Miſtreſs, 
The- Marqueſs who could not imagine Chri- 
ſting;capable of falshood to him, did not ea- 
ſilySelicve what was ſaid of her, and -would 
not*for a long time admit the ſuſpicions 
they endeavour?d to- infuſe into him ofher :

S. Aubin having ſent this Letter to Bruſſels, by 
a truſty Meſſenger, reſolv'd to wait an Anſwer 
in his Chamber, but was deceiv'd : - For the Col- 
lonel's Wife having viſited theDucheſs of Ar /chor, 
for want of other Diſcourſe, told her of the Eng- 
[:/h Gentleman, who had ſupp'd the Night before 
at her Houſe, and how ſhe miſtook him for a 
French Gentleman ſhe had ſeen at Cambray : Ha- 
ving added a great deal about his Wit and good 
Meen, ſhe rais'd in the Ducheſs a defire to ſee him.

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Offeyra was gone from .Bruſſels, he prelent! y 
thought him gone for Mons, which oblig'd him 
to diſpatch a Courrier thither, to tell the Mar- 
queſs he muſt preſently attend him. The Couri- 
er atrtiv'd as ſoon as the King's Order ; and the 
Marqueſs (from whom the Duke conceal'd the 
Order he receiv'd) believ'd the French intended 
to attacque Bruſſels ; and went away in all haſte, 
having taken leave of Chriſtina, and recommend- 
ed her earneſtly to the Ducheſs. When the Mar- 
queſs came to Bruſſe/s, he was extremely ſurpriz'd 
when the Governour ſhew'd him the Order from 
_ and pray'd him not to ſtir out of Town ; 
| for if heUid, he muſt interpoſe his Authority to 
hinderhim. The Marqueſs was upon the point of 

' returning for Mors in ſpight of the Governour's 
Orders, when a Letter was brought him from the 
| Duchiels, of Az/chor, acquainting him ſhe was 
much troubled a Hiches Power had put it out of 
hers to expreſs her reſpeQts for him in the Perſon 
of his Miſtreſs, who was now in a Covent, where 
ſhe ſhould be n&'d very civily : but was nor to be 
ſpoke with by any but the Abbeſs of the Place, 
the Order from Spar being: poſitive in that Par- 
ticular. This was a deadly: blow to a Man in 
Love, as the Marqueſs, but-it muſt be born with, 
and he muſt he content to write into Spazrn ta en- 
deavour to obtain a Revocation of the Order. Se- 
veral Perſons of the higheſt Quality writ in Fa- 
vour of Chriſtina, giving her the CharaQter of an 
extraordinary Perſon; and that her Vertue, and 
excellent Qualities, deſerv'd. to be us'd with par- 
ticular OP The good Offices intended the 
Marqueſs, by Letters ſo much to the advantage of 
his Miſtreſs, had an effeQt quite contrary b. _' 
riends 
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Friends expeQtation. The King of Sparn having 
been told of her, and ſcarce believing what was 
repoted of her, expreis'd a great defire to ſee fo 
rarea Perſon: And having ask'd if it were not poſ- _ 
ſible to have her brought into Sparn, Don Fobn of 
Auftria promis'd ſhe ſhould. It being Don Fobr?s 
Cuſtom to make the King acquainted with the - 
greateſt Aﬀairs of Europe, by way of Divertiſe- 
ment; as in the beginning of his Miniſtry he made 
him defirous to learn to write, by ſhewing him a 
Letter from the Duke of Savoy, all of the Hand- 
writing of that young Prince ; and affuring his 
Majeſty he might, it he pleas'd, do as much in 
three Months. The King thought well of it, 
and learnt to write. Order was ſent to the Go- 
vernour of the Low-Countries, to Embarque Chri- 
ſtina to be convey'd into Sparn : the Duke de Villz 
Hermoſa, willing to ſave the Marqueſs D' Offeyre 
the Trouble the removing his Miſtreſs to ſuch a 
diſtance might occaſion him, kept this Order very 
pn hen Chrift:na was told ſhe muſt go'a 
hip-board, ſhe was: at Death's-door ; eſpecially 
when ſhe heard ſhe was to go into Spazn, and 
the Marqueſs to ſtay in Flanders, with 10 little 
hopes of ever ſeeing her more. . Theſe RefleMi- - 
ons made her forget ſhe had ever been S. Azbzn, 
and yeild her ſelf wholly to the Sentiments of 
Chriſtina ;- her Love drawing Tears from her in a- 
bundance, which the fear of Death was never able 
to force from her. She took Shipping at Oftend, 
in a Veſkl fitted, and arm'd on purpoſe to con- 
vey her for Spain. She wasrecommended with ſo 
much care to the Officers of the Ship, that they 
thought her a Princeſs'of ſome Soveraign Family, 
which the Spaniards had ftolen away tor _ 
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of State. The Gentry of that Nation are great 4- 
dorers of Women, and thoſe in the Ship us'd her 
with that reſpeQ, that help'd her to bear her mis- 
fortunes more patiently, a Woman, what condi- 
tion ſoever ſhe 1s in, being ſtill ſenſible of the de- 
ference expreſt for her. An Officer in the Shi 
(whether Lieutenant, or Enfign, I know not ) po: 
leſt with an opinion of Chr:ſt:na's Highneſs, and 
having perhaps read in Don Burxor, that the firſt 
Duty of a, Cavalier is to ſuccour Ladies in diſtreſs, 
obſerving Chriſtina one. Day.all bloated with cry- 
ing, : watch'd an opportunity to ſpeak to her in 
private, and told her, if ſhe was ſo averſe agaiuſt 
going to Sparr, as her tears and her ſighs gave him 
cauſe to believe, ſhe might ſignifie her pleaſure to 
him; who would'bring her where ſhe defir'd, or ſet 
fire of the Ship. Chr:ſt;na, well acquainted with 
the extravagance of the Spaniards, in what con- 
cerns:Ladies, doubted not but he ſpake -in good 
earneſt ;* but looking on his Propoſal as impra&i- 
cable, ſhe thank'd him, pretending ſhe would not 
conſent to it, for fear of expoſing a Gentleman of 
ſo much bravery to ſo certain danger. Who ever 
knows-the humour of the Spanzards, will eafily. 
believe ſuch an anſiver, from a fair Lady, was 
more-than ſufficient to oblige this Officer to un- 
dertake impoſlibilities for her ſake : He conjur'd 
her to employ him in her ſervice, afluring her he 
would endeavour to anſwer the good opinion ſhe 
had of his worth.
